IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend the claims as follows: 



1 . (Amended) In an improved photohardenable composition composed of a 
cationically polymerizable and free radical polymerizable organic substance, a [photo- 
generated] photo- generating acid precursor, a sensitizer for the [photo-generated] photo- 
generating acid precursor and a free radical polymerization initiator wherein the improvement 
comprises: 

a) a mixture of photopolymerizable resins consisting essentially of 

at least two epoxy resins |one of which polymerizes! . said at least two epoxv 
resins including a first epoxv resin pol ymerizing at a slower rate and [has a] having a 
higher neat viscosity than at least one other epoxy resin present, [and the] said first 
epoxy resin [s are] being present at a concentration in the mixture of from 5 to 25% by 
weight, and 
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
